FM TRANSLATOR INTERFERENCE 


Bob Seaman sends in this interesting 
report: 
At the end of June | had experienced a local 
translator W248AK come on the air and 
obliterated a 40dB signal on 97.5. | knew that 
this shouldn't have been happening, but | 
wasn't quite sure how to alleviate the 
interference. | had the name of the Chief 
Engineer at the station that was being 
covered by the translator and an e-mail 
address. | also contacted Scott Fybush to 
see if he knew of an e-mail address at the 
FCC where | could send a message about my 
displeasure with the new translator. 


Scott suggested | contact the FCC by 
phone and the Chief Engineer of the affected 
station. Scott said that the translator 
regulations state that TRANSLATORS CAN 
NOT INTERFERE WITH THE "REGULAR" 
RECEPTION OF ANY STATION 
OPERATING AT THE FULL FCC 
AUTHORIZED POWER, EVEN OUTSIDE 
THE PROTECTED CONTOURS OF THAT 
STATION. | sent an e-mail to the station and 
called the FCC. The FCC told me that they 
did not get involved directly with the public 
and that | should contact the station which 
was being affected by the translator. 

If anyone has a local translator which 
interferes with another station, the translator 
can be made to eliminate the interference. 
The local translator on 97.5 was shut down 
on August 15th restoring reception of WJJZ 
Burlington, NJ/Philadelphia which had moved 
to the new transmitter site just north of 
Philadelphia, the signal strength is now 45dB 
at my location. 

A check of the engineering information on 
file for the translator shows that they do an 
Interference Study Overlap Requirements of 
co-channel and ist and 2nd adjacents. The 
study is done with the translator as a Class A 
station, but the interference is only done at 
the 54dB signal of Class B stations and the 
60dB signal of Class A stations. This 
information totally ignores the fact that THE 
TRANSLATOR WILL STILL INTERFERE 
WITH THE OTHER STATIONS. 

The same translator is now looking for 
another frequency and they have chosen 96.9 
and there is a local Class A on 97.1 WBHT 
which is going to be affected by the new 
frequency. The new Interference Study has 
the 60dB signals of the translator and WBHT 
butting up to each other, but not overlapping. 
Apparently the FCC only looks for 
overlapping, but there still will be interference. 

So the final word is if you have a translator 
interfering with a full power station, contact 
the full power station. They usually are willing 
to eliminate the interference to their signal. 
They need 6 or 7 letters of complaint from 
listeners in the affected area to initiate the 
proceedings. In my area, | have found that 
most translators are interfering with another 
stations due to the crowded band conditions 
which already exist. One other local 
translator has applied to move to 91.1 from 
91.5 and there is an existing station on 91.1 
WRTY which is putting in a signal of 52-54 dB 
into the area being served by the translator. 
This translator will never be able to exist on 
91.1.

Robert Grant brought my attention to a NTIA 
(National Telecommunications and 
Information Administration) program for 
upgrading LPTV and translator stations to 
handle the DTV transition. 


The Deficit Reduction Act of 2005 has three 
relevant provisions: 


- Analog LPTV and translators are permitted 
past the February 17, 2009 deadline for the 
shutdown of full-power analog stations. 


- $10,000,000 has been appropriated for 
digital-to-analog converters at the input of 
TV translators, beginning October 1st. 


This money is for translators to switch from 
relaying analog  full-power stations to 
relaying their associated full-power DTV 
signals. Up to $1,000 is available for each 
translator. | Both commercial and non- 
commercial stations are eligible, but the 
station must be on the air as of the date the 
grant request is filed. 


The output signals of these translators will 
continue to be analog. 


- $65,000,000 has been appropriated for 
upgrading the output signals of LPTV and 
translator stations to digital. Only stations in 
towns of less than 20,000 population are 
eligible for this money. 


Priority for grants in both programs goes to 
stations that serve rural areas with fewer 
than 10,000 viewers. 


John Lentz reports WVCY-30 Milwaukee off 
for over a week due to a dead Klystron tube 
in their transmitter. Tim Cuprisin of the 
Milwaukee Journal-Sentinel reported the 
replacement tube had to be shipped from 
England. 


John also wrote that as a result, WVCY-DT 
is also off the air. When | first read John's 
email | figured it had to be a 
misunderstanding. There was no way that a 
tube failure in the analog transmitter could 
force the digital station off the air. But after 
reading the rest of the email, | realized why 
the digital was off: 


“Reason is because the DTV transmitter 
relies on getting a signal from the analog 
transmitter and it will rebroadcast programs 
off the analog transmitter.” 


I've never heard of a DTV station doing that 
before! Essentially, WVCY-DT is a giant 
200-kilowatt digital translator of the channel 
30 analog signal. 


| do note that the WVCY analog and DTV 
transmitters are at different — sites; 
presumably they didn't want to spend the 
money on a second microwave studio- 
transmitter link. (STL) | suppose they figure 
when the analog is shut down in 2009, they 
simply remove the STL receiver from the 
analog transmitter site and move it to the 
digital site.
